1. DO—Locate the garden in an open spot that receives at least 6 hours of direct sun light 
each day, away from the roots of trees that might rob the soil of moisture and fertility. 


2. IF you have heavy clay or light sand use decayed vegetable matter, old rotted manure, 
peet moss, commercial humus or well rotted manure to improve it. 


3. APPLY FERTILIZER—Use about 30 Ibs. of Sheep manure, cow manure, or Vigoro per 
1,000 sq. ft. and you will not have to worry about deficiencies. 


4. DON’T plant in Wet ground. If the soil sticks together when a ball is made and will 
not crumble when light pressure is applied it is too wet to work. 


CELERY 


Place a stake at each,end of the row and stretch a line 
tightly between them. DON’T TRY TO MAKE ROWS 
WITHOUT A LINE OR STRAIGHT EDGE.

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WINDOW BOXES 


There’s nothing finer than window and 


porch boxes to make a house look “‘lived 


in’ and gay. 

The necessary boxes may be bought ready- 
made, or constructed at home. Redwood or 
cypress are the best lasting materials, but 
ordinary yellow pine will do nicely if well 
painted. Paint at least two coats, and use 
brass screws instead of nails to join the 


boards. 


Drainage of flower boxes is important. Use 
about two inches of coarse gravel at the 
bottom. Cover this with a layer of sand, 
and then with good, rich soil. 


Fertilizing may be done with liquid manure, 
but commercial plant tablets are even bet- 


ter, and much easier to apply. 


Plants suitable for window boxes are quite 
numerous. Among the best are petunias, 
nasturtium, ageratum, candytuft, dwarf 
marigold, cornflower, babysbreath, love-in- 
a-mist, verbena, sweet alyssum, vinca. Eng- 
lish ivy adds a nice touch, as do various 


ferns. 


How to plant fine seed 


In planting fine seed, tear off one corner 
of the packet and, if Rootone is used, drop 
in a pinch and shake. The seed can be tap- 
ped out of the torn corner of the packet 
one at a time. Fine seed is often mixed 
with dry sand so that it will spread out 
better, but this will only work if seed is 
not more than twice the size of the sand 


grains. 


Large seeds should be poured out of the 
packet into a cup or bowl so that they can 
be dropped individually into the furrow. 
Beans and peas should be treated with a 
legume inoculation before planting, even 
if this was done last year. Improved legume 
cultures are constantly being propagated in 
the laboratories and give superior results to 


natural inoculation.

PLANTING. Holes to receive plants should be dug at least fifteen inches deep and equally as wide, 
so that the roots may be spread easily. Well-seasoned cow manure and a little bone meal may 
be incorporated with the soil. Fill in earth and pack firmly so as to leave no air pockets. The 
juncture of the root stock and stems should be just beneath the surface. Newly-planted roses should 


be well watered. 


PRUNING. For best results the Hybrid Teas should be cut back to about six or eight inches, 


leaving an outside bud at the top of the cane. 


Climbing roses bloom on canes of the previous 


season’s growth, hence the old wood should be cut out each year. 


SUMMER CARE. A top dressing of peat moss not only gives the rose bed a neat appearance, but 
causes better growth by conserving moisture and keeping down weeds. Where plant lice appears, 


spray thoroughly with PESTMASTER or TRI—O—GEN.

PREPARATION OF A NEW LAWN 


SELECTING THE SEED—Different parts of the country require different grasses. The most successful 
grasses for the North Eastern and North Central sections of the country is Kentucky Bluegrass, Chewings 
Fescue, and Red Creeping Fescue. Good grass seed mixtures generally contain small percentages of nurse 
grasses, Rye, Red Top, and Dutch White Clover along with the main perennials. In most instances bluegrass 
requires a richer soil and does not withstand drought or mistreatment _as well as Red Creeping Fescue. For 
the shade the best mixture should contain a liberal amount of Red Creeping Fescue or Poa Trivialis. The 
Red Creeping Fescue will be preferred at a dry shady place and the Poa Trivialis in a moist shady location. 


PREPARATION OF THE SOIL—A good lawn should have 6 to 8 inches of good loamy topsoil. Where 
a basement is being dug, the topsoil should be scraped off into a pile, and returned after the grading or 
building operation is finished. Debris, plaster, stone, or trash should be removed and not covered up. 
Where grading operations are not involved, the soil should be spaded or plowed to a depth of 6 to 8 inches. 


FERTILIZING—If time permits a sample of your soil should be sent to the Ky. Experiment Station at 
Lexington, Ky., for their analysis and fertilizer recommendation. If time does not permit this, the use of 
approximately 50 Ibs. of ground limestone and 25 to 50 Ibs. of a good balanced fertilizer such as Verta- 
green or Vigoro per 1000 sq. ft. normally would prove to be of great benefit. .Where the top soil is thin, 
organic fertilizers such as bonemeal, sheep manure, or cow manure may be applied at the rate of 40 to 
60 Ibs. per 1000 sq. ft. with excellent results. 


SEEDING—Best time of the year for sowing grass is Feb., Mar., Apr., and Sept. and Oct. After the 
fertilizer has been applied the seed bed should be raked until level. If soil is dry, the seed bed should be 
watered very liberally. To insure a thick even turf, a comparatively heavy sowing. is necessary. 3 to 5 Ibs. 
per 1000 square feet should be satisfactory. The seed should be covered very lightly, not over 4 inch. 
This can be done by raking very lightly, or rolling, or if sown on frozen ground, the -thaw will draw the 
seed down sufficiently. 


WATERING—If the weather turns dry after the grass seed is sown, it will be necessary to water the 


lawn as frequently as necessary to keep the topsoil from drying out. After the grass is established watering 
should be done only as the grass needs it, or after an extended dry spell. When watering the soil should 
be wet to a depth of 4 to 5 inches. 


MOWING—Bluegrass and lawn Fescues do not like close mowing. 


i NO\ Never mow them. any closer than 
1\% inches. Bent grasses may be mowed to % inch without injury.

MAINTENANCE OF AN OLD LAWN 


The first principle in the maintenance of a good 
lawn is proper fertilization. Fertilizer should be 
applied at the rate of 2 to 4 Ibs. per 100 sq. ft. 
in Spring and Fall. A complete fertilizer such as 
Vertagreen or Vigoro may be used. The use of 
manure or peat moss is desirable if soil is heavy 
clay. Fertilizer should be applied when the grass 
is dry and should be watered in immediately 
afterward. 


Grass clippings which do not exceed two inches 
in length should not be removed as they add some 
plant food and humus to the soil and tend to 
conserve moisture. 


Grass should not be allowed to get more than 
three inches high. This means that it should be 
cut at least once a week and sometimes oftener 
during the fastest growing season. 


The lawn should be watered only after an ex- 
tended dry spell and then thoroughly to a depth 
of 4 to 5 inches. Too frequent and shallow water- 
ing promote shallow root growth and encourages 
crabgrass. 


Weeds may be removed quite easily by the use 
of chemicals such as 2,4,D and special tools. 
The most important secret of weed control how- 
ever, is proper fertilization and mowing. If a 
lawn is well fertilized and given sufficient humus, 
and the lawn mower is kept going, the grass will 
grow so vigorously that such a thick sod is formed 
that the weed seeds that fall on the lawn and 
germinate are soon choked out.
